* Commons Discuss the P atmaste ‘a

Oitawa, March 25 —Hon. Mr. Mu- 
lock, po-tmaster general, in the honse | 
today moved his fair wages resolution, | 
which is as follows; ‘That it be re- | 
solved, that all government contracts | 
shoold contain such conditions as will 
prevent abuses, which may arise from | 
the sub-Jettiny of such contracts, and | 
that every effort should be made to se- |

generally accepted as carrent in each | 
trade for compet: nt workmen in the | 
district where tue work is carried out; | 
and tit tois house cordialiy concurs | 
| in such policy. and deems it the duty | 
| of the government to take tromediate|} 
| steps to pive effect thereto. It is here- 
by declared that the work to which the! 


| foregoing policy shall apply includes! 


not only work undertaken by the gov- | 
ernment itself, but also all works aided 
by grant of Dominion public fands.’’ 

Mr. Molo k said that the firat time 
that @ resolution of this kind was 
moved was in the [imperial parliament 
in IS91. Notonly cid the resolution 
he was proposing deal with government 

works, but other works of public char- 
j acter. Canada had the experience of 
the mother country in this matter. It 
would be necessary to frame regulations 
for the proper carrying out of the reso- 
lution. 

The tirat two propositions dealt with 
the expenditure of public money to 
those who supplied material an. iabor. 
As to the que-tion of sub-contracts, the 
enforcement of what he prosposed ip 
this resolution would be most desirable. 
The contractor would have to be re- 
sponsible for his agents and it would | 
not be possible for any contractor to do- 
fraud his workmen out of their just 
rights. Then, as to that part of the 
resolution which referred to fair wages, 
it ought to have general sapport. Con- 
tractors frequently secured foreign 
workmen, and thus pulled down the 
labor market in this way. His resolu- 
tion would put it beoynd contractors’ 
interests to seek to interfere with the 
labor market. Contractors will nataral- 
ly utilize all local labor before apply -| 
ing to vatside. What the couptry was 
interested in was to see that workmen 
got a fair day's wages for u fair sacle 
work.

ENCE IN MOROCCO, 


In Tawgter the Mules Have the Right 
of Way In the Strecte—4 Feartel 
Penishmen«t For Thieves—A Fer.

Ambrose Hf. Muileus, a lawyer of Balti- 


Mere, made a trip to Mereceo a few 
yeurs ago, He went with a Secoteb 
friend, Who was a great linguist. Leav- 


ing Gibraltar, they coached Point Tarifa, 
and thence Tangicr, Mr. Mullens thus 
describes bis trip: 
So shallow is th: barbor itself that 
even from our littl SU foot side wheeler 
we had to be fanded in rowboats, In 
this harbor lies the theet of the empire, 
consisting of exactly one War steamer of 
about 3000 tons burden, fying the blood 
red ensign of Moroceo. Twenty years 
ago somne Seoteh enzineers broaght her to 
anchor in that barber, and a month later, 
hot receiving their wages, decamped in a 
body, leaving the steamer behind them. 
None of the natives Knew anything about 
machinery, and in consequence from that 
day to this her engines have never moved. 
Like the capital of our most eastern 


possession, Tangier is a walled city. 
The streets are of the most narrow de- 
scription, averaging hardly more than 


four feet in width. No wheel ever turns 
in them, and everything is carried either 
on the backs of mules or on those of the 
people themselves, Seo cramped are these 
streets that if a mule is coming from the
